Annual 340B STD and TB recertification will begin in March 2022 

and monthly reporting must be in compliance starting Jan 1, 2022. 

This reporting is a condition of 340B certification and is reviewed 

during federal 340B audits. Clinics not in compliance with the 

reporting requirements will not be recertified.   

 Monthly CDU 340B STD medication and TB serum, as well as 

EPT reporting is due by the 5th of every month.  

 For clinics utilizing medications provide by CDU, you must 

report either administration or none given each month.  

 None Given reporting can be completed between the last day 

of the month through the 5th of the following month.
